. Nenl's injurios, though not ,'fntal, are 
causing hi in great pain, f His right 
shoulder, down lo tho small of the back, 
and bis bands are cut Dp, by .'the bullets. 
Doctor Conneli took 13 SB's out of NeaiV 
right shoulder, two out of his -upper, arm, 
two' out of the lowor arm and two from bis 
right band.- Tho stock and barret of Neai's 
gua ore chipped up by tho bullets, 

Monday morning Luedko was brought 
before Justice Von Duoeen where ho was 
released. .The evidence offered ehowed 
that the shooting was accidental. 



TERRIBLY INJURED.

It is not known where this cap came from, 
but it Is supposed that one of the . boys in 
Pleasant Prairie picked .It ap along tbe 
railway track near the depot. These caps 
are moat dangerous and it is a good plan 
to let them alone at all times.

Surely some change ln,n sys- 
tem that allows such uneven burdens 
need not make us fear a lessening of 
woman's Intrinsic value; she will have 
gained ht every sense when she be- 
comes fish iu i led to rest her henltliy 
young weight on overworked shoulders, 
Thnt by going to work, she competes 
with man and reduces his earnings is 
A problem for professional economists 
to struggle with; though It hns been 
suggested that, as n producer, she al- 
ways has competed with man ami re- 
duced Ids earnings, whether she wove 



her own clothes or earned them with 
a typewriter,— Sn ccca'i Magazine.

Sonic plain tnlk on Inbor questions 
wns Indulged in by President Roosevelt 
In nddrcsslng President Compere of 
tho American Federation of Lnbor nnd 
the executive council of that body, 
when the delegation en I led nt tho 
W Itl to House nnd presented Mia up* 
pen! previously given to Congress, 

Those parts of the tlocumettt refer- 
ring to legislation by Congress- tlio 
President did not' touch upon. Ho wild 
with vigor that the laboring men euuld 
easily kill the pending bill limiting 
writ of injunction. He favored It, but 
Congress, be declared, was lu no mood 
to pus* It. He wild that during his /id- 
inlnstrutlon hp bad never sought nn In- 
junction against a lnbor organization, 
but that he hud upplled for more titan 
twenty Injunction* against capital. 

Ho denied Mutt the Chinese exclu- 
sion law was violated, and sniil that 
there were fewer Chinese In the United 
States tluni ten or even twenty and 
thirty years ago. 

He spoke plainly on the eight-hour 
law. He favors n« uppl feat Ion In tho 
United States, hut declared It would 
be nn absurdity ou the Panama canal, 
who-jo only West Indian negro labor 
was employed, nud where the men work 
not more tlmu half the week. 

On Immigration, the President said 
no tiiulcslrnblu Immigrants should bo 
admitted nnd the country could not 
have too many good Immigrants. 

Washington political circles were 
considerably stirred over the attitude 
ntlopted by the ExiciitlVQ Commltteo 
of the American Federation of Labor 
as n result of Mtelr Interview with the 
President nnd Speaker Cannon. The 
concluding paragraph In the address of 
the Federation was eon at rued ns a 
threat that the great Inbor organization 
would go Into polities nnd be nn, Ini- 
portnut factor In tlic impending Con- 
gressional campaign, and perhaps the 
Frc-ddcuttnl campaign.

If Congress Jails to re- 
dress what the organization regards ns 
grievnnces It will enter the Held of 
politics and endeavor to have organized 
labor elect men to Congress to represent 
Its Interests. 



Jerome After In mi ranee Grnfteri. 

At last, nfter an Interval so long Mint 
tire public had begun to distrust his mo- 
tives, District Attorney Jerome of New 
York lias mndo hia first open movo 
against the despollers of life insurance 
companies In Mie form of a presentment 
by the grand jury, before which he had 
made a detailed statement of the evidence. 
The grand jury nsked for the court's ad- 
vice as to whether certain nets of Insur- 
ance officials In connection wlUi the pay- 
ment of political contributions was a vio- 
lation of the law. It nppears that Jerome 
has divided the various phases of the evi- 
dence Into distinct groups to avoid com- 
plications. Later, the grand jury will 
look into the matter of syndicate deals, 
falsification of books, false reports, 
bribery, perjury, etc. The matter was re- 
ferred to Judge O'Sulllvan of General 
Sessions.

OF IMMUNITY.

Sixteen pnekers ns Individuals won 
tho lognl buttle wlitch they have waged 
for tho Inst three months In the United 
States District Court ut Chicago nud 
they were freed Wednesday from pros- 
ecution u nil ci- tho Indictment which 
charges them with attempt to consplro 
to violate tho null-trust nud ititerstnta 
commerce laws. 

They were sustained la their conten- 
tions that they are entitled to Immuni- 
ty from prosecution upon tho subject 
matter of tfcc Indictment because Com- 
missioner of Corporations Garfield nnd 
his agents, backed by congressional 
nets, hnd previously compelled them to 
furnish Information upon tho same sub- 
ject matter to tlio Department of Com- 
merce nnd Lnbor. 

While tho Individ unl packers were 
freed by tha court nud exempted from 
prosecution tho five corporations which 
are nlso named ns defendants In Uio 
indictment must stand trial. Tho de- 
cision" of tho court wns to tho effect 
that tho special pleas urged to bar 
prosecution under tho Indictment wcra 
proper nud legal ns to tha Individuals, 
but that while the individual:) were en- 
titled to Immunity the corporations 
could In no way claim that right. The 
trial of the live corporations will not 
be taken up until nfter next Septem- 
ber. 

The Indlvldu.nl "packers are dls- 
chnrged from custody on the ground 
that they have given the government 
Information under compulsion which 
might tend to incriminate them, are 
immune from prosecution on the evi- 
dence so given. Tho packers thus es- 
cape the punishment by Imprisonment 
for n maximum of one year "en each 
of livo counts under tho Indictments ns 
sought by tho government. They' also 
escape fines of n maximum of $5,000 In 
each count, or $25,000 for each defend- 
ant The packing companies a?e not 
Included In the decision granting im- 
munity to tho individual defendants. 
Tho flvo packing companies must go to 
trial on five counts, each punishable by 
a maximum tine of $5,000 on each 
count, or a possible aggregate of $125,- 
000 

In deciding that the Individual de- 
fendants nre entitled to Immunity from 
prosecution, lu accord aneo with their 
special pleas, tlio court In no way 
passed upon their guilt or Innocence an 
to tlio necusaMons made In the Indict- 
ment, which will now be tested only In 
so far ns tho corporaOons are concern- 
ed. The Immunity plea, according to 
tho packers, wns urged because It Is 
based upon the right guaranteed by the 
United States constitution that no per- 
son shall bo compelled to give testi- 
mony ngnlnst himself.

The French Compagaio Du Nord has 
Just put on tho mite a six- wheeled loco- 
motive for drawing heavy loads up stoop 
grades, It is about CiUVj feet long and 
has a traction force of 20% tons.

A reduction of rates on California fruit 
has been agreed upon by the Santa Fo 
refrigerator car service end the Armour 
refrigerating service.

£10 a car from Sacramento ' to Chicago 
nnd $17.R0 to New York. An important 
feature of this new compact Is a clause 
providing that no rebates or special con- 
cessions shall Iw granted to any shipper. 

The Ilelnzes of the United Copper 
Company, having sold out their Montana 
properties for 525,000,000, have secured

Tho bat Us 
was between the Now York Central Lines, 
which stood for reductions, and the Penn- 
sylvania Lines, which were pposcd to the 
measure, Debate regarding tho proposl- 
tion was heated, and It Is possible Inda- 
pendent action may be taken by ono of tho 
Eastern roads. The management of the 
New York Central Lines Is heartily In 
favor of competing with lake transporta- 
tion.

In reviewing tho operations of Mm 
United States Service, the Secretary of 
the Interior states that tho amount 
available for the work, constituting tin- 
proceeds from tho disposal of public 
lands In tho thirteen States and three 
Territories since 1001 Is $23,000,000. 
The projects, nuthorized nud npproved, 
but not yet completed, nre fifteen In 
number with nn estimated cost of $23,-

000,000 ncres, so that tho cost of artifi- 
cial Irrigation for these lands Is approx- 
imately ?2S per ncro.

Pinna for a large naval station on 
Laka Michigan have been prcpnred for 
tho consideration of tho Secretary of 
the Navy. They provide for the ex- 
penditure of two and a half million 
dollars for the erection of a large group 
uf buildings for tho accommodation of 
nt least n thousand young men under 
training for service In Uio navy, Tho 
establishment of such a station on tho 
Croat Lakes Is the natural outcome of 
the liking of the young men of tho West 
for service In tho navy. The modem 
war-shlpvls manned not by sailors so 
touch ns by men with a mechanical 
taste, for tlio ships are monstrous ma- 
ebluc-sliops. The Western youth with 
a taste for machinery and a desire to 
sec the world' Is finding Uio nnvul ser- 
vice a pleasant way for gratifying both 
desire nnd taste. 

Tho President 1ms referred to Con- 
gress tho dispute over the type of canal 
to be built at Panama. Of the thir- 
teen members of the Consulting Doard 
of Engineers, eight favor a sen-level 
canal, nud ouc of the members of tho 
Canal Commission, Admiral Endleott. 
takes the snmo.vlow. But Ave members 
of tlio Engineers' Board, four of the 
Canal Commissioners, mid tho Chief 
Engineer of tho canal nre In favor of a 
loci: cnnnl. The Secretary of War fn- 
vors a lock cnnnl; and the President 
recommends that type, on .the ground 
that It could bo built nt about lmlf the 
cost nnd In half the tlmo required for 
a canal at tho sen-level, and that It 
would afford a quicker transit for large 
chips. 

Tho Secretary of the Interior hns re- 
vised the regulations' for the enforce- 
ment of the' law restricting Chinese Im- 
migration. The most Important changes 
nro those granting to .a Chinese a rea- 
sonable length of time to produce bis 
certificate of Identification, and provid- 
ing for more 'courteous treatment of 
Chinese travelers pending tho establish- 
ment of their right to enter tho country 
under the Inw. nithorto travelers have 
been forced to remain in custody for 
several days, and Chinese who did not 
hnvo Uielr cortlflcnto of IdenM/lcntJon 
.with them hnvo been summarily ar- 
rested.

CONGRESS 



The. Senate Tuesday passed the pen- 
sion appropriation hill, carrying fMO,- 
000,000. The railroad rate bill was laid 
astdo for tho day, ami .Uio fortification* 
appropriation bill taken up. All pro vis* 
Ion for defenses In the Philippines was 
cllndnnled and the amount for Hawaii 
cut to $200,000. Consideration of the 
measure was.not completed. At (1:05 the 
Senate went Into executive (session nnd 
adjourned lift re n minutes Inter. The 
House was lK>und up In matters of small 
moment, Mint section of the legislative 
appropriation bill fixing salaries for tho 
officers and employes of the House being 
up for consideration. Many proposed In- 
creases were lost on points of order and 
great economy wns exercised. Having 
covered less than twenty-five pages' of the 
hill, the House adjourned. 

Wednesday the en tiro day In the Sen- 
ate wan devoted to tin* consideration of 
the railroad rate bill, Mr. Culberson pre- 
sented nn amendment prohibiting corpora- 
tions coming under the operations of tho 
proposed law from making campaign con- 
tributions. Mr. Bailey then offered his 
"Just compensation" amendment, and 
spoke on the subject. Other speeches 
were made by Messrs. Dol liver, Tillman, 
Patterson, lleyburn and Knox.

been studying the conditions of the 
falls and In the tributary great lakes. 
This rejiorf, signed by Gen. O, If, 
Ernst, chairman, and the other Ameri- 
can members of the lOinmlsslon, bus 
been mndo public by Secretary Tuft. 
The report says; 

The total quantity of water to be taken 
from tln> river by works now authorized !s 
130,000 cubic feet per second. Of this 
a mount 20,700 cubic feet Is to be taken on 
the American side nnd the remainder, 31,- 
200 cubic feet, on tlto Canndlnn side. That 
Is 27 per cent of the averages discharge 




of tho falls, and nt the same time Inflict 
the lcflsf"poa«IDfro* injury upon Urn Impor- 
tant interests now dependent upon tlih 
water power, 

"The siibntance of this report was sub- 
mil tod to our Canadian col leagues, be 
foro the passage of the Joint resolution, 
with a vjow to uniting In a joint report 
under the general Jaw providing for tlio 
commission. Then* wns a substantial 
agreement in the statement of facts and 
such differences as developed with respect 
to the recommendations wbleli ought to 
be made did not seem insuperable, but our 
colleagues disked time for further con- 
sideration.

The new naturalization bill reported 
unanimously by the House commltteo 
provides for a much needed reform. Cer- 
tl denies are to bo engraved on bank note 
paper nnil furnished by the government. 
Only Fcdcrul courts or State courts of 
highest original jurisdiction can grant 
them. 

The applicant must bo able to read 
and speak the English language nnd to 
write In soma language. The aim of the 
bill Is two- fold— to raise tho stondnrd 
of requirement and to prevent fraud. 
Under the present loose naturalization 
law, tho door has been opened to tho 
most stupendous frauds. There are 
thousands of foreigners In this country 
who are In Illegal possession of papers.' 
Politicians bnve found In the Ignorant 
foreigner a convenient tool for then 
machinations. They, and not tho tool, 
should bo held responsible for n condi- 
tion that is fraught with grave danger. 

With tho enforcement of the now 
law, If tho bill Is enacted, as it should, 
be, the wholesale naturalization ot for-, 
elgners for polltlcnl purposes will 
cense. Men who conic over here to es- 
tablish a home will ha compelled to 
learn tlio language before they wilt he 
permitted to exercise tho right of 
suffrage; Meanwhile they will tmvi> 
time to acquaint themselves with our 
customs and institutions, thereby fitting 
themselves to become citizens.
